Reaction Goes A slrav 


Reaction in unpleasant and tragic events fiKi 
often goes loo far and in the wrong direction In 
* frantic effort to prevent a recurrence of the 
tragedy, and In the desire to do “ .something,” 
rash and unreasonable acts are perpetrated 
These excessive reactions, in turn, hart ofh- 
w s to various degrees 
For examole a newspaper in North Carolina 
has canccle<l its Dick Tracy and l.ittle Orphan 
Annie comic strips following the assa.ssination 
nf Robert Kennedy because it now describes ihe 
strips’ contents as “ constant exploitaton and 
advocacy of violence." 


V IO LEN C E 1,S WITH US, it has been with us 
and there is little reason to believe that it will 
not continue to l>o with us during the lifetimes 
of those now living. 
We must of course, strive to eliminate it and 


reduce it wherever possible One of the methods 
of doing this is to make crime and violence ap­ 
pear unattractive. 
This is done in the two comic strips. Tfie gist 
of Ihoir messages Is that crime doesn’t pay. 
The heroes and the “ giMxt guys" are always the 
victors. A young reader, or an old one for that 
matter, hardly could want to emulate the “ bad 


guys” of the comic strips for tliey always get 
their just de.serfs 
It would seem that the two strips' basic 
theme is to educate away from crime. 
On the other hand, some of the other ele­ 
ments of the communications media prc'<cnt 
.sex and even pornography in such a way as to 


make it attractive, exciting and appealing to 
readers and viewers. This, in turn, can and 
does lead to crimes of passion and violence 
The major difference is which way the media 
influences its readers or viewer 
toward or 
against a life of violence. 
The two comic strips have heen around a 
long time. The North Garolina paper puhlished 
Little Orphan Annie continuously since 1T2P and 
Dick Tracy since 10.29 


TO CANCEL THEM NOW', for the reason 
stated, seems a head m-the-sand attitude. Thev 
liardly seem accountable, even in a small yvay, 
for tbe nation's current tragedy. 
Certainly the North Garolina newspaper could 
do .something more realistic to combat tbe tol­ 
erance of violence in .America. 


To be more blunt, tfie newspaper s action 
verges on the ridiculous.

q’licn the principal of Manhattan's lntcrm‘’di- 
arv School 58. Henry Seideman, told another 
caller: 
"W e work day and night Irving to help ail of 
them. Then along comes a tough ext rein i.'-t 
group, terrorizing the entire neighhortiood and 
all its decent families, and they kick us out be- 
cau-se we teachers and principals are white. 


There was nothing bitter in Mr. Seideman’s 
voice 
Nor was there terror either, .lust deci­ 
siveness. A stand had to be made. The time 
had come to be candid 


The hour was late in this crisis but not later 
than anyone any longer thinks. 


Mr. Seideman, president of his district'.s Prin­ 
cipals’ Assn., led his group into the Internation­ 
al Brotherhood of Teamsters. 1'he educators 
wanted a powerful union. And thc\ yyanled a 
bulwark against invading terrorists. 
q'hey wanted protection against physical as 


saults. And they wanted some force to fight for 
their rights to tenure and their jobs No tongf” ' 
did they want to be at the mu.scled mercy of 


self-appointed community' action groups, 


SO TOD.AY they, now some 200 strong, are 
the School SuperviMirs chapter of l.nca! 227, 
City Employes Union, Brotherhood of Team­ 
sters. 
“ We have sat around observing more and 


more the disrespect for law and order, and 
more and more the assaults on those in auibnri- 
fy." said Mr. Seideman, incisively, and wdli un- 
usna! hluntnes.s “ I mean assault on us princi­ 
pals 
“ We have befriended these communities. Sud­ 
denly after long friendship, after long hard 
work for these children, the community consid­ 
ers us enemies instead of its lo\al friends. We 
wanted support. So we got the Teamsters.’’

.school principals, assistant principals, heads of 
departments and supervisors—care not one yvhit 
alxiul the color of the children they mentor.

But the pattern of fingerprints cannot be al­ 
tered It runs through layer alter layer of skin, 
and. though it can be temporarily hidden by the 
removal of tlie flesh at (lie ends of the fingers 
or bv burning them with acid, the same ridges 
will reappear as the scars heal. 
Fingerprints as a means of identification goes 
hack hundreds of years. Chinese documents nf 
the eighth century refer to fingerprints being 
impressed upon business contracts. 
The first aiifhcntieated record of official use 
o( fingerprints in the United Stales occurred in 
1882. when a man in charge of a field project of 
the U.S. geological survey w'orking in Nevv Mex­ 


ico put his oyvn print on commlssarx' orders to 
prevent their iorgcry 
It was in 1902 that the New York (rivi! Serv­ 
ice Commis.sion began the first known system­ 
atic use of fingerprints in (he United States. Po­ 
lice and prisons quickly picked up the method 
for indent it icat ion of criminals, and the same 
system was adopted in 1905 by the United 
States .Army, 
In 1924, the IdeiKilication Division of the FB I 
consolidated fingerprinting records from all the 
various agencies, incIiKling many not concerned 
with la\y enforcement or criminals. The interna­ 


tional exchange of fingerprint data was initiat­ 
ed in 19.22, 
Once an induidiiaTs fingerprints are on file, 
his identity can be determined no matter how 
many aliases lie uses or physical changes he 


mav make. I'hus. .lames Karl Rav a.ssumed dif­ 
ferent names and di.<gui;-es, and carried fraudu­ 
lent identification as he moved around from 
country to country.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) — 
Ohio's high school football and 
basketball coaches seem to step 
closer today to winning their 
battle for state approval of all- 
star games. 
But the scholastic football and 
basketball coaches associations 
may have to wait until Septem­ 
ber for official sanction. 
After an almost three - hour 
session hashing out the prob 
lcm Thursday, the Board of 
Control of the Ohio High School 
Athletic Association voted to re 
view criteria governing all-star 
operations. 
The board ordered the coach­ 
es to submit criteria at an Aug. 
14 meeting. A decision on wheth- 
or to sanction the games is not 
expected until September 
The action, although disap 
pointing lo most coaches who 
attended the meeting, was in 
for prof od as a strong indication 
that approval would come in the 
fall. 
.Jimmy Robinson, director of 
the North-South All-Star Foot­ 
ball (lame, told the board if 
state .sanction does not come, it 
probably would be impossible to 
continue the game under stiff 
NCAAA restrictions. 
And the respective coaches 
associations got a strong boost 
from 
OHSA.A 
Commissioner 
Paul Landis and associate com­ 
missioner Harold Meyer. Both 
made statements to the six 
member board favoring appro­ 
val. Landis and Meyer have 
been criticized in the past for 
opposing the games. 
Impassioned pleas came from 
outgoing OHS PCA president Ed 
Federici of Oregon City and

The board has previously de­ 
clined sanction because it con­ 
tends its jurisdiction over high 
school athletes ends June I.
